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Applicant Argues: Of Course, any type of code can be used in Darugar's transformation of a first to a second XML format, but there is no 
transformation from an XML format to JAVA data disclosed or made obvious by Darugar or the other references alone or in combination, 
(pg 4, paragraph 2) 

The Examiner Respectfully disagrees: Paragraph 6 of Darugar states "Java code can be written and specified for incorporation into the 
mappings..." hence as stated by applicant its true that any type of code can be used in Darugar's transformation. However in paragraph 7 
Darugar further states "links or maps can also be augmented with text strings and/or scripts (e.g. Java) that can save a value from a first file 
format to a variable that can be accessed by another script..." he suggests transformation from XML to a target format by saving a value to 
a variable accessible to the script. Clearly if Java already understood the first XML format than their would be no need to save to a variable 
format usable by the script. Thus their must be a transformation between the First file format and the variable for the Java script to be able 
to read the data.
